KILL FEACE CHIEFS.

Within Very Short Time Govern- 
ment of Once-Powerful Indian 
Tribe Will Be a Thing of the 
Past — Lasl I>egislatare. 

Tablequah. I. T.— A story recalling 
the old-time spirit of the Indians is be 
iBg lulil by those who are uiscusuins the 
cuuiiug passing away of the CheruKce 
nation. 

Tahlequah means "place of refuge." 
It was christened when the Cherokees 
al ler the pilgrimage from their old home 
east uf the Mississippi settled here more 
ttea knU » eBBtwryaca ttwasatnc- 
•dy marked by the trailing of women and 
children and feelings uf intense anger 
on the part of the men. 

Three of the chiefs who signed the 
treaty ceding tfee old home of tke tribe 
to the government wtre pnt to death in 
one day. The fact that ihey had been 
able and loyal in their leadership did 
not count as against the great offense, 
or OM of tkeae ekiefi tke rii^t kand. 
which had signed the treaty, was cnt on 
and thrown away before the death pen- 
ally was inflicted. 

Ten years were consumed in the re- 
moval to this i-ouutry. They came afoot, 
on horseback and in wagons. Bitter 
hardships were encountered and hun- 
dreds died on the way. 

Spreading out from this valley they 
built h;)mes in the wiUlerness. In time 
towns were established with good 
■ckoola aad moat of tke advaatacea tkat 
go with ctTtllzaUon. Courts and a 
b'gislature were organized and they 
Were, in later dayt^. attended with the 
corruption and favoritism that attends 
aimilar inaUtntiona ia tke States. Bat it 
was their goTemment, and the people 
were devoted to it. 

Within a few mouths it will pass 
away. The last chapter will then be 
closed and these people who have for 
ceatories had a distinctive existence will 
be ■haartWd la tka food oC wklte te- 
nlgratloa that is sweeping over the ter- 
ritory. 

Chief W. C. Rogers has called the last 
session of the Cherokee legislature, to 
be keld la the capUol boUdiag kere la 
October. Tbe members will close np tke 

affairs of the nation and appoint three 
leading men to represent the (Cherokees 
In the allotment of lands, which may 
BOtbecoaBvietadforaevendyaan. Tbe 

tribal government will go out of exist- 
ence in March, 1900. 

The Cherokees gave $r.(i(i (ifiO worth of 



wnool yroperty. 'i ne pan ot u in wnicn 
ihry take particular pride is the Chero- 
kee female seminary, located on a wood- 
ed hill in the outskirts of this city. It 
cast $100,000 and is attended by 25i» 
pupils. There are day and boarding 
schools throughout the eation, with an 
attendance of about l.'J.OOO children. A 
text book on agriculture figures in th<« 
coarse of atady. 

There are 40,000 citizens of the Chero- 
kee nation, of whom 7.000 are full bloods 
and 4.0t)0 freed slaves and their descend- 
ants. They care at public expense for 
their orphans and lasaae. Hie latest 
report of their faaaoea iadaded these 
items: School foad. 9C23,0fiS:. general. 
$706.&=i9: orphan, $380,344; Insaae asy- 
lum. $r>.i.3So.

Tbe other exporting eonntries which 
last year offset the exports of this 
^ country are likely to show a shortage 
, this year. These countries are Rus- 
sia, Australia and Argentina. It is 
, thought these, except Argentina, will 
tvn a anmll eiop for export tbla year. 
Tba Argentina crop is not far enoogta 
along for reliable estimate. Its prod- 
net ia an uncertain factor, varying 
frooi year to year, but tbe high price 
of wlMat tba world wrar witt, no 
donbt. stlmnlato qntta n larae acre- 
age this year. The abortage in Rus- 
sia will be very prononneed, appraach- 
ing almost famine conditions in cer- 
tain sections. It is evident, also, that 
a broad demand is being created in 
China and adjacent countries for 
American wheat and flour. In the 
opinion of the American Cultivator, all 
these sources of demand are likely to
